My Lords, all Europe is not 
disturbed —great interests sre not to be dislocated—great commerpial and 1 
riske are not to be rup, and the greatest Powers of Europe sre not to be uni 

in arms for an insignificant result. We must all be agreed that repression will 
only postpone the danger, and that safety can alone be sought in curtailing a 
rome which menaces the peace of Europe and the‘cause of progress and civi- 
lisation. 

The independent politician, the opposition leader, and the 
responsible Minister, then, all agree in affirming that Russia must 
be effectually weakened ; that she must not only promise to do 
right in buture, but must be made incapable of doing 
wrong; that to neglect this opportunity of securing that result 
would be a folly anda crime; and that to lay down our arms 
without having secured it would be equivalent to a defeat. We 
cannot conceal the gratification, the comfort, with which we have 
read these declarations. For the first time siuce the commence- 
ment of the war we breathe freely. We are no longer afraid of 
profitless campaigns, feeble negociations, and a dishonourable 
peace. We perceive that our statesmen have grasped the magni- 
tude of the question and the splendour of the opportunity ; and 
though the straggle may not have broaght forth all the fruits 
which at one time we hoped from it, of better days for European 
freedom, yet the first great blow at despotism will have been 
struck by the humiliation of the mightiest of despots. Our ex- 
ertions and our sacrifices will not have been in vain. 


We must not, however, indulge in premature pans. Success 
has so far attended the righteous cause ; but that success is still 
only imperfect, and the cause is not yet won. ‘ Much has been 
done, but more remains to do.” The enemy may have been driven 
back across the Danube, and fortresses of the Dobrudscha 
may again fall into Turkish power. It is, too, a great thing 
that all the victories hitherto won and all the great aggressive 
enterprises baffled, have been due solely to the Ottoman armies. 
The prestige of Russian invincibility is destroyed for ever. 
Russia has been met, checked, and defeated jwith severe loss in 
nearly every engagement by the Turks alone. She has now to 
make head against three new foes, each singly more powerful than 
th old one. The odds are desperate ; but we should probably be 
dangerously deceived if we imagined that the Czar has any in- 
tention of yielding. On the contrary, it appears probable that he 
is concentrating bis forces on the Moldavian frontier with the pur- 
pose of a decisive struggle with Austria, if that Power should 
actually take the field against him. He is preparing for that 
defensive game within his own dominiovs which we ‘ong ago 
pointed out as the safest for him and the most dangerous for us. 
But if our allies are true to us, and if we are true to ourselves, 
we may feel confident of prompt and brilliant success. If Austria 
should enter into the strife in earnest, we may jeave to her and 
Turkey combined the task of driving him out of the Principalities 
The Engiish and 
French troops will then be set at liberty for the grand coup of the 
campaiga—the destruction of Sebastopol, and possibly the con- 
quest of the Crimea. This may be a difficult achievement; but 
ic is still more difficult to believe that 50,000 of the best soldiers 
in Europe, aided by the mest powerful fleets ever sent to sea, 
cannot accomplish it. That done, the liberation of the Caucasus 
and the independence of Georgia must soon follow. Whether 
Russia may then sue for peace, or resolve on an obstinate prose- 
caution of the war, will be a matter of very small importance. 
Such fleets and armies as may be necessary for the retention of 


|| the Crimea and the blockade of the Baliic, may be permanently 


kept there without any great burden on our resources. The 
object of the war will be gained, whether peace be signed or not. 


One contingeacy alone gives us any anxiety. It is that to which 
we have alluded at the commencement of our remarks. As far as 
we can guess at Russian movements by the uncertain light of 
telegraphic information, it seems not unlikely that Nicholas in- 
teuds, as soon as the hostile designs of Austria are beyond doubt, 
to carry the war across the frontier into [ransylvania, and trust 
to an Hungarian insurrection in his favour.

Her foreign foe is ours also: her domestic foe is 
one of her own making, with whose wrongs we heartily sympa- 
thise—her treatment of whom our natiou execrates, and even our 
Government disapproves.

THE BANK OF FRANCE. 


THe annual rt of the Bank of France for 1853. gives ug 
some important information of the operations of that body in the 
year, which will contribute to com the history of money for 
the year. Never, it observes—showing a coincidence between Eng- 
landand France, the causes of which are worthy of investigation— 
was activity in commerce and in industry, in public works and 
speculation of all kinds, greater than in 1853, particularly in the 
first nine months of the year. In consequence, the business of 
the Bank was unusually large. The shortuess of the harvest led 
to large purchases of grain abroad, and in part to a reduction of 
the Bank reserve. At the same time, the increasing importation 
of gold made a considerable change in the money of France, It 
formerly consisted chiefly of silver; now, in the vaults of the 
Central Bank, and in all payments at Paris, gold predominates, 
The relative value of the two metals, the report asserts, without 
stating the amount, has undergone an alteration. These circum. 
stances are a clue to the course of the Bank and its present 
situation. 

Prior to the revolution, 1847 was the year of most business,

The bills of the Mint (bons de la 
Monnaie) were disconuted only to the amount of 18,500,000f 
in 1852, and in 1853 to the sum of 246,900,000f. The | 
Bank sent to its branches or put into circulation gold coin 
to the amount of 329,030,000f. 

Compared to 1852 the increase of effects paid into the Central 
Bank, which is first noticed, on current accounts, was 155: | 
millions.

The maximum advanced on the current account with the 
Treasury was 144 millions; the minimum, 39 millions ; the 
average, 76 millions. On private accounts the maximum was 
227 millions; the minimum, 132 millions; the average, 17 
millions, The maximum of the metallic reserve was 534 millions 
on June 9th; the minimum, on December 29th, 307 millions; 
diminution, 227 millions. Though a change has since taken place, 
and the metallic reserve has rapidly increased of late to 468 
millions according to the last return, it was in January 290 
millions. 

After the revolution the bills which were not paid amounted 
to the enormous sum of 84,500,000f, but of this sum there has 
since been recovered 83,000,000f, leaving only the small sum not 
recovered of 1,500.000f. To cover losses 4,451,000f had been laid 
aside, but 3,806,000f have been recovered, and have gone to 
increase the dividends and pay for new buildings and repairs. 

The operations of the branch banks amount to 2,098 millions, 
being an increase above 1852 of 792 millions. The gross profit 
was 7,455,000f; the net profit, 4,582,000f. The most business 
was done at Marseilles ; thea came Lyons, Bordeaux, and Lille. 

The two dividends in 1852 amounted to 118f; in 1853, to 154f, 
viz., on 91,250 shares, 70f each in the first six months, and S4f 
the second. In 1846 the dividends in the year were 1591, and in 
1847, 177f. These evidences of the prosperity of the Bank, ptr 
to the revolution of 1848, are of great social importance.

These accounts are worthy of especial notice as confirming the 
statement of the general commercial prosperity, and particularly 
the prosperity of the banking interest in 1853. Our own banks 
—the Bank of England and the Joint Stock Banks—all paid larger 
dividends than usual. The Bank of France, too, paid higher divi- 
dends than in any year since 1847. Of the variations in the interest 
of money, showing a similarity in France and England, the Go-

“ and to a greater extent of latethan formerly. On March 3, 1852, 
‘the Bank for the first time since it was in existence lowered the 
‘rate from 4 to 3 per cent. Causes generally known compelled the 
“ Bank on October 7, 1853, to raise it again to 4.” On the 17th 
of that month it abated these terms on railway and State obli- 
gations falling due indeterminate or indeterminate periods. On 
the 20th of January of the current year, the rate was raised to 5 
Y cent. The Governor, in the report, expresses a wish that the 
nk may soon be able to proceed in adifferent direction—a wish 
that has since been realised by the reduction of the rate of dis- 
count by the Bank of France to 4 per cent. From such facts it is 
pretty plain that the low rate of interest in 1852 and its high rate 
in 1854 were not the consequences of the action of any one bank, 
bat of general circumstances affecting the money market of Europe. 
Against such variations, such an abuodance of capital and such a 
depression of the market as occurred in 1852, followed by such 
intense activity as prevailed in 1853, and a scarcity of capital and 
high rate of interest in 1854, Goverments which undertake to 
regulate commerce are bound to warn their subjects, if not to pre- 
vent them; but their own inability to foresee and to prevent them 
should suggest the impropriety of taking on themselves the re- 
sponsibilities they incur when they interfere to regulate trade.

From which it appears that the total imports surpassed the ex- 
ports by 184 miilions, but the imports of gold exceeded the 
exports by 287 millions, and the imports of silver fell short of 
the exports by 103 millions; so that there was a displace- 
ment of silver by gold to the extent of 103 millions, and in 
addition an increase of the gold in circulation to the extent of 
81 millions, the total increase of the precious metals in circu- 
lation being 184 millions. Of the gold imported into Europe, 
France appears to have absorbed in 1853 upwards of 12,000,000/. 


WOOL.—THE EXTENSION OF TRADE. 
Tue’ Ohio Farmer states ‘‘ that there isin the country,” mearing, 
we presume, the Western States, “‘a larger clip of wool than we 
‘“* have had for any previous year, and of a better quality.” At 
the same time “ there have been larger quantities of foreign cloths 
** thrown into the New York market, which, in competition with 
“the Eastern manufactures, ‘force down the price of cloth and 
“‘ of the wool of which they are made to a low figure.” Here is 
a corresponding piece of information from a Liverpool circular of 


the 16th inst.:—‘* The new clip of English wool is appearing ia the 
“ market, the Opening rates being 25 to 30 per cent. reduction on 
‘* the prices of last season; the severe depression of the worsted 
“ trade, which almost entirely consumes this growth of wool, will 
“ account for this enormous decline : the present price of English 
“* wool is still somewhat higher than what is considered an ave- 
“ rage.” We scarcely need remind our readers that oar woollea 
and worsted manufacture at Bradford and elsewhere is for the 
moment depressed. After a considerable degree of activity and 
high prices, the trade, both in wool and woollens, has become 
sluggish, both here and in the United States. The fact itself is 
of some importance, but its importance is increased by taking it 
as only a part of a system—one of many and similar facts—showing 
how intimately, from the increasingly rapid and extended com- 
munication between all parts of the world, the most distant mar- 
kets now sympathise with each other. 

Our own sugar market is at present depressed. The last arri- 
vals from the United States speak in similar terms of the market 
there. Next to breadstuffs, sugar is perhaps the article most 
widely consumed, and next to them has been a special object of 
taxation and protective favour. Though not exactly like them 
the produce of almost every climate, it is to be obtained from some 
vegetables or others in almost all countries, but in some obtained 
so much more abundantly and cheaper than in others, that its pro- 
duction as an article of commerce is much more limited to parti- 
cular places than breadstuffs. Nevertheless, it now forms so 
very general an article of production and consumption, that 


merchants require to know something of the price of the article ! tional ex 
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and of the stocks on hand in almost every port of Europe and 
Ameries, in the East and the West Indies.

At present there is, in consequence of the war, a temporary 
interruption to the extension and progress of trade. It is stopped 
in some quarters, and we are obliged to look out for supplies of 
some articles in other quarters. On this account the attention 
of the Americans and the Canadians and others has been directed 
to the growth of hemp, flax, &c., and exertions are making in 
America to increase the supply of these articles. So attention 
has been directed to the capacity of India and some other coun- 
tries to supply some similar articles in unlimited quantities. When 
such a proposition is thrown before us, we see at once the vast dif- 
ference, in reference to sapplying us and supplying other nations, 
between the people of Hindostan and the people of the States. 
Few or none of the former will be prepared to take advantage of 
the demand. Only as their country is mastered by Europeans, 
and they are directed by the latter to such pursuits, will they ever 
think of engaging in them. The bulk of the Americans are at 
once sensible of the advantage that will accrue to them from pro- 
ducing the articles in demand, and those who are conveniently 
situated for the pursuit engage in it. For all trading people it 
must on this account be of great importance that other 
people be intelligent to know what is wanted by the world, and 
free to produce and supply it. Nor is it, as we see from this | 
example, enough that merchants know what stocks are on hand, 
what quantities are produced, and what are the natural capa- | 
cities of a country,—they ought also to know something of the | 
political condition of different people, for by their activity and | 
intelligence the supplies for very distant markets may be accele- | 
rated or increased. 

We have derived of late no inconsiderable supplies of wheat | 
and oats, of hemp and flax, and tallow and oil, from unexpected 
sources. Henceforward, with our extensive communication, a | 
similar fact will be trae of almost every article of general con- | 
sumption. Whenever required, from a high price, it will be} 
obtained from sources scarcely known or not thought of till they | 
begin to send forth part of their abundance. Like wool and 
sugar and cotton and wheat, other articles are coming by means | 
of trade into universal consumption. As wealth increases, the | 
number of persons to whom the use of luxuries extends in- || 
creases in all countries, and markets communicating with each |, 
other become increasingly numerous. More arduous in propor- 
tion becomes the task of the successful merchant, and the more | 
extensive must be his knowledge. He must make himself fully | | 
acquainted with the produce of many places. In such cases as || 
that of cotton, when four-fifths of the ordinary supply are derived | | 
from one source, he may be content with beivg well acquainted | | 
with that chiefly; but even of cotton, years of scarcity bring con- | |

there is hardly any article supplied by England but may now be | 
supplied, though not in equal quantities nor at as low prices, by 
some other countries. Machinery, as well as cloth, is now made | 
in the United States, in Belgium, and in France. It is our 
duty to look ahead, and look at all possible contingencies ; 
it is especially the duty of statesmen to look at these facts, 
and remove all obstacles to our success in the universal 
competition, from which no art can now save individuals or 
communities ; and as we can, in emergencies, draw supplies from 
other countries—dispensing certainly for a time, perhaps for | 
ever, with the products of Russia for example—we may suppose | | 
it possible, at least, that other countries may dispense with our 
products if we make them difficult of acquisition. Our trade has 
rapidly and continuously extended, because we have been able to 
supply the commodities we have sold at continually falliug prices. 
Oar increasing skill and knowledge has made us more and more 
serviceable to other nations. We must take care not to lose 
by an erroneous policy or negligence this important advantage. 
To secure it, we must not only know what is going on abroad, 
what other people are doing, what they are learning, and what 
they are making,—we must also adapt ourselves totheir wants and 
our markets to their means, that we may successfally ex:end the trade 
which is the chief partofour greatness. Some persons in the United

now so firmly established, that even tu prosecute war they will not 
be departed from ; and experience has demonstrated that it is only

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IRELAND—IMPROVEMENT. 

Tue improvement in the condition of the people of Ireland, which 
was so much needed, and which has been steadily progressive | 
since the great calamity of 1846-7, is still going on. From the 
“Seventh Annual Report of the Poor Law Commissioners for 
Ireland,” we learn that there was a considerable diminution in 
the number of paupers relieved in Ireland in the year ending 
September 29, 1853, of 110,107. The exact numbers and ex-

Which exemplifies a most satisfactory progress towards reducing 
or totally abolishing pauperism in Ireland. So rapid is the pro- 
gress, that the workhouse accommodation provided is already 
more than is required, and the Commissioners are induced to 
recommend legislation with a view to make workhouse buildings 
available beyond their present legal uses. They propose to adapt 
them as hospitals for the reception of sick who are not destitute. 
Of course this improvement does not stand alone. The num- 
ber of inquests held on persons supposed to have died of want 
must be quoted as another remarkable illustration of improve-

“I¢ thus appears,” add the Commissioners, “ that the entire 
“ number of inquests in cases of supposed death from want in the 
* eourse of the last year was 17. On referring to the particulars 
“ of these cases as reported on by our Inspectors, and as detailed 
“ in the depositions before the Coroner, they appear generally 
“to have taken place under circumstances which did not admit 
“of any interposition in the way of relief, either by Poor Law 
“ officers or by other persons ; being in most instances cases of 
“ death by the wayside, of beggars and vagrants, or of intem- 
“ perate persons, or of persous accidentlaly exposed to extreme 
“ gold, or to sudden sickness.” 

With respect to an advance of wages, the Commissioners say :— 
“There is now observable a material increase in the money value 
“ of agricultural labour, tothe extent of about one shilling per week 
“on the average, throughout Ireland. It seems, also, that agricul- 
“ tural employment has been more continuous than formerly. It 
“would appear also that in most parts of the country the wages of 
“ artisan tradesmen have improved in astili higher ratio than those 
“of the common labourers.” With snch an improvement in the 
condition of the people, such an increasing demand for labour, 
and such a continual drain on the popalation as we know to exist, 
we are at a loss to reconcile the continued assistance given to 
emigrants with good policy. 

The custom may continue after the necessity which gave it 
birth has ceased. It seems that in the year 2,333/ have been 
received by workhouse inmates to enable 977 of them to join their 
friends in other countries. But, besides this,the Poor Law 
Guardians expended in the year 12,8642 in sending abroad 2,601 
— comprising 403 males, 1,202 females, and 996 children. 
There is now no reason for accelerating by law, at the expense of 
the rate-payers, the Irish exvdus.,

other parts of the world. Manufactured articles, although manufac. 
tured from products of either country, are not to be admitted under | 
the terms of the treaty. As Canada, especially Western 

is daily becoming a more wheat-producing country, the operation of 
the treaty cannot fail to be at once of great importance to the pro- 
vince, and its already immense lumber trade will also receive a fresh 
impetus from the treaty. An effort was made by Lord Ligin to ob- 
tain American registers for vessels built at Quebec, St John’s, 
the other shipbuilding ports of the provinces; but the American 
Government declined, and this, therefore, does not enter inio the 
treaty. 

“The treaty,” says the New York Shipping List, * will have 
“to be acted upon by Congress and the British and Colonial 
“ Governments before it is complete. A decided preponderance 
“ of feeling in favour of reciprocity and the free navigation of the 
“St Lawrence has long existed in the Northern and Western 
“ States, and the final conclusion of the treaty will no doubt be 
** received with gratulations by those most interested in Canadian 
“ trade, and be satisfactory to the country generally.” 


This is another step towards general and perfect freedom of 
trade. Every step taken, too, brings all the remaining obstrac- 
tions and restrictions more close to us—more distinctly before us. 
It increases their enormity, and makes them more odious and un- 
bearable. When Canada wheat and flour come into the New 
York market on precisely the same terms as wheat from Michigan 
and flour from Ohio, why should not the sugar of Jamaica or of 
Cuba come into the New York market on the same terms as the 
sugar of Louisiana? ‘This treaty creates, in fact, a new anomaly 
for the advocates of protection in the States to get over; and the 
protected classes will have to show why they cannot contend suc- 
cessfully against European manufacturers and Cuban slaye- 
holders as their countrymen contend against Canadian wheat- 
growers and Newfoundland fishermen. The progress of great and 
true principles, such as religious toleration, political freedom, 
freedom of trade, once adopted and avowed, cannot be arrested 
till they are universally adopted and acted on. The continual ex- 
tension of toleration and individual freedom since the Reformation 
in Europe is a type of the similar extension which awaits free 
trade, except that the latter, from interesting more persons, and 
being more intimately interwoven with all our daily parsuits,

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SUGAR DUTIES IN THE UNITED STATES. 


As might be expected, the memorial of the New York sugar 
refiners, to which we referred last week, is exciting many remarks | 
and opposition in Louisiana.

Of course they would make the most they could out of us; and, a 
we would be in a condition of comparative ‘we would have to pay 
roundly for our sweetening, or go without it altogether, Repeal the ouget 
duties and the planters will be ruined. And ia twelve months the prices of 
sugar wi.l range higher than they now do! Any one capable of 
how certain causes will produce certain effects, wi!l not controvert this proposi- 
tion, Sappose the duties are taken off, the case muy be summed up briefly 9 
foliows :—Sugar plantations ruined ; the foreign eupply not equal to domestic 
demand ; sugars appreciate largely in vaiue, as natural cousequence; Sfty 
millions of doilars destroyed ; a valuable production lost to the country; #04 
all this done to make sugar dearer than it now is! 

The “average profits” of the sugar planters have been very small for several 
yeare—emalier than those derived from any other legitimate pursuit. They 
capnot “ bear curtailment.” It would destroy them. The present prices barely 
enable them to sustain themselves. Further ‘eduction would drive them 
insolvency. 

The reader will see in this extract an exact resemblance t0 
the arguments of our own Protectionists, which have been j 
by the results. Corn was to be dearer after landlords a? 
farmers bad been ruined. Corn is cheap and abundant, and they 
are enriched by the repeal of the Corn Law. The planters 
Louisiana will in like manner be enriched hy the repeal of the 
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American sugar duties. If they can produce no better arguments

The population of 
Britain, as contradistinguished from that of France and that of 
Ireland, is a town. population ;, and it is the town population only 
whieh has increased. The raral population of England has, we 
believe, decreased. The popuiation of Ireland, like that of 
France, was, and yet is, chiefly a rural population; and, like a 
large portion of that of France, it has diminished. Prior to 1846 
the deaths in four departments of France exceeded the births; 
between 1846 and 1851 there was a diminution of population in 
21 departments of France, and in 15 of these the number of deaths 
exceeded the number of births, We transcribe a list of these 
departments, which contain a population about equal to that of 
Ireland, and engaged, like it, principally in agricultural pur- 
snits. In those designated by italics the number of deaths ex- 
ceeded the number of births :—‘* Hautes-Alpes, Basses-Alpes,

._ Accompanying the more rapid increase of population in England 
and Wales than in France, there has been, undoubtedly, a more 
rapid increase of capital.

The movement of the population of Paris is, perhaps, more 
remarkable. Mr J. S. Mill, adopting some fable from the Siecle, 
put down the population of Paris in January, 1847, “ at 1,350,000, 
an increase of nearly 50 per cent. in 14 years,” whence the infer- 
ence was naturally drawn that the rapid multiplieation of the 
people had made them ready to devour each other—made them 
turbulent and revolutionary, and to their heedless and crimi- 
nal folly, not to the care-taking bureaucratic Government of 
Louis Philippe, was due the convulsion of 1848. Between 1841 
and 1846 there was a rapid increase in the popaiation of Paris. 
Louis Philippe took to building forts, repairing and completing

1846. “The increase in marriages,” says M. Clement Juglar in 
his observations ou the movement of the population, “ from 1840

In London, then, so generally peaceable and orderly and well- 
disposed, there has been, as in England and Wales, which have 
been alike orderly, a continual, a steady, and large increase of the 
population, considerably above the general increase in the rest of 
the country, the increase being as large in the last decennial 
period as in any other. In Paris there has been a varying rate 
of increase, comparatively rapid between 1811 and 1817, and 
between 1817 and 1836, comparatively slow from 1836 to 1841, 
very rapid indeed between 1841 and 1846, and between 1846 and 
1851 a very considerable diminution. If, as is likely, the bulk 
of this diminution wasthe consequence of the political convul- 
sions of 1848, they must have been very disastrous. At thesame 
time, it is certain that thhse convulsions followed the general 
distress of 1846-7, which made itself severely felt in Paris. 
Before 1846 the decline in marriages began ; in 1847 the deeline in 
births began and the increase of deaths, which were so marked in 
the following years, and continued till 1851. Since 1851, we be- 
lieve, the population of Paris has increased rapidly, and the revival 
of the stimulating system, with room to grow, after so mach depopu- 
lation, is no doubt one source of the present contentment of the 
people. From 1851 till 1854, the growth and prosperity of Paris 
have been unchecked, and it ought to be the chief feature in the 
policy of the Government to remove obstacles to its continual 
growth and prosperity, and the continual growth and prosperity 
of the population of all France. For the Government to be per- 
manent, the people, rather than functionasies, must be contented 
and prosperous. 


PROGRESS OF THE WAR. 


NEaRLy all the news connected with the war is this week favour- 
abie. The single exception is an attack made on the 9th, by an 
English expedition of uine boats on the town of Gamla-Karleby 
in which they appear to have been repulsed, though we are no- 
yet in possession of the official accounts. The Mussian state 
ment is, they were opposed by two companies of the Finnish Re 
giment of the Line No. 12, and by 100 volunteers of the town 
with two light field pieces. The conflict lasted an hour, th 
English were worsted and forced to retire. One boat, with 29 
men, remained prisoners in the hands of the Russians. Four of 
these prisoners were wounded, and in the boat were five corpses, 
amoug which was the body of an officer. The prisoners asserted 
that many dead had been thrown overboard, A gun of heavy 
calibre was also taken with the boat, besides muskets and other 
munitions of war. This slight check is as nothing compared to 
the enormous losses the Russians have suffered before Silistria. 
All their efforts to capture that place have been foiled. They 
have assaulted it several times, but have been continually 
ulsed with great slaughter. The last attack was made on the 
13th, when the Russians sent a large storming party against the 
town, but were again defeated. On the 15th they were attacked 
in turn by the garrison of Silistria, aided, it is said, by a large 
detutchment from Shumla, and were driven from the field after 
great destruction. Prince Paskiewitsch is wounded, Prinee 
is wounded, General Schilders, who commanded 
at the siege, has had at Kalarasch, and 
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her generals are wounded, so as togive riseto a suspicion that 
oe trencbery the Russians attempt to produce in the ranks of their 
enemies by bribes prevails in theirown camp. The Russians have 
certainly moved their heavy baggage to the left bank of the 
Danube, and we soon expect to have the report confirmed that they 
are in full retreat. 

In the defence of Silistria, the Turks have lost the brave com- 
mander of the fortress, Mussa Pacha, who was killed on the 2nd 


by a shell. 

"The Morning Chronicle states that a victory has been gained 
by the followers of the gallant and re Schamyl. Ac- 
cording to its correspondent’s account, a Russian detachment, 
15,000 strong—consisting principally of troops withdrawn from 
the maritime fortresses—was attacked by the mountaineers in its 
transit through the pass of Dariel, which is situated in the Cauca- 
sian range, to the north of Tiflis; and, after an obstinate conflict, 
forced to retreat, with a loss of 3,000 men, besides three pieces of 
cannon, and a large quantity of ammunition. It also appears that 
Urzughetti, a fortress in the neighbourhood of Batoum—the im- 
portance of which iz shown by the fact that it has hitherto been 

isoned by a force of 8,000 men—has been evacuated by the 
ussians, and has fallen into the possession of the Turks. 

A convention has been concluded at Constantinople between 
Austria and the Porte, by which the former will enter the Danu- 
bian Principalities to assist in compelling the Russians to retire. 
The Austrian forces under General Schlick have already advanced 
to the extreme north-eastern frontier of Galicia. 


Aqriculture. 


THE WEATHER. 

During the past week the warmth of the weather has greatly 
increased, and there has been some sunshine with a few warm 
showers; but as yet we have scarcely bad indications of such 
decidedly fine weather as is required to advance the grain crops. 
An early barvest is not now to be looked for, and many appre- 
hend a late one. The wheat has grown very much, and in some 
districts too much flag is developed, which it is thought may pro- 
duce mildew unless we get some hot weather. Haymaking has 
commenced, and the crops prove to be very light; some of the 
late meadows will show a better yield, having been sufficiently 
backward to receive substantial benefit from the rains, which was 
scarcely the case with the forward grasses. There will be large 
growth of after-grass, and in consequence a good provision for 
stock. Turnips, too, are coming up well, and there is every 
prospect of an abundant crop. Upon the appearance of the 
wheat crops, the Mark Lane Express Review of the Corn Trade 
makes the following remarks :— 

The wheat plant ia as yet only partially in ear; and unless we should have 
very forcing weather in July, the crop can hardly be fit for reaping for two 
monthe from the present time. The reports as to the appearance of the plant 
vary materially, Insome districts the prospects are described as promising in 
the extreme; bat we are bound to say that this is not eo generally. Com- 
plaints of the thinnese of the plant on the ground have greatiy increased of 
late, This may perhaps prove no drawback, if the ears should be well formed ; 
but that a much less aanguine estimate is taken of the probable result of the 
harvest than was the case earlier in the season is certain. We hear thai indi- 
cations of blight and mildew have manifested themselves in some localities ; 
and a disorder unknown is spoken of by a correspondent from Suffolk. 
This is described as a diecoloura:ion of the stem just above the ground, and 
gradually’ extending upwards. Without attaching too much importance to re- 
ports of this nature, we are nevertheless inclined to think that there is reason 
to believe that, even with an auspicious eummer, the produce of wheat will not 
be so satisfactory as many were at one time inclined to expect. Opinion on 
the subject, at this early period. must of course be quite speculative. 

Our own observations lead us to believe that upon the whole 
the growing wheats are doing on well, but every farmer is aware 
of the prodigious difference made in the plant by a few weeks 
of bright or dull weather at this period of the year, and hot days 
are most anxiously desired. From the local reports of the Mark 
we take the following passages :—

PRIZES TO AGRICULTURAL LABOURERS. 


Can anything be more preposterous than the notion that morali 
abstinence from drink, and industrial skill are to be promoted 
amongst the different classes of rural labourers by eleemosynary’ 
donations of 20s and 30s prizes, coats, and testimonials? Yet there 
are men who believe such things are useful; and not very long since 
there were many more affected to think so. Agri societies 
were a few years since made the cloak for sundry efforta for orga- 
nising the defenders of the Corn Laws, and‘in most districts where the 
arts of husbandry were in low condition, the local tural 
societies combined prizes to labourers with prizes for live 
Other societies have been formed expressly to promote the welfare 
of the labourers. The most plausible form in which such societies 
have offered prizes has been as rewards for skill in some department 
or other of rural labours. Ploughmen, sheep-shearers, hedgers and 
ditchers, land-drainers, thatchers, and so forth, have, by many societies, 
been called upon to compete for prizes offered for the best work in ome 
one or more of their respective ne ments. Without saying 
prizes are absolutely useless, we believe their effect in 

skill is of the smallest amount; and that nothing really creates 
amongst the rural labourers but 6 demand for ski!led labour anenay 
the farmers and landed proprietors of a district. As to prizes for 

ing children without parish relief, for going to church, and the like, 

are both mischievous and ridiculous ; mischievous by producinga d 
their pendenttone and feeling amongst the labourers, and ridi 
from utter ineffectiveness to promote the objects of the donors.’

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“o$TEAM THRASHING MACHINES. 


Bg aici inquires “ which is the best and most prac- 
tical. thrashing machine, most compact, and least iiable to get 

‘out of repair, and easy to move on common or rather bad roads,’’ 
as well as the cost of such a machine. Now, as most of the 

extensive manufacturers of agricultural implements have brought 
| out locomotive steam thrashing machines, most of which possess 
@onsiderable merit, it is not easy to say which is the best. 
Pp dndeed, the most useful answer we can give to our correspondent 
to-refer him to the reports upon these implements as exhibited 
| the meetings of the Royal Agricultural Suciety during the 
last three years. Such reports appear in the Society's Journal, 
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where the judges of implements enter minutely iato. the pecu- 
liar merits and defects of the various thrashing machines exhi- 
bited. Bat this will be found common to ail, from year to 
year improvements are made in the efficiency of the work done 
by each, and in the diminished consumption of coal. Of course 
if the object be to have a thrashing machine that can be moved 
from place to place, the locomotive machine must be used ; 
butit it is obvious that much of the cost of such a machine is 
caused by the necessity of rendering it locomotive. We have al- 
ways believed that true economy and efficiency in the use of 
steam in husdandry are best attained by means of a fixed engine, 
and such an opinion is gaiaing ground amongst English agricul- 
turists. North of Tweed that bas long been a settled question. 
The great obstacles to the use of fixed steam-engiaes on English 
farms consist in the precarious tenures on which the tenants 
hold, and the unsubstantial nature and incommodious arrange- 
ment of the farm buildings, 








AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 

The following note by Mr. Hewitt Davis, on the importance of 
agricultural statistics here and on the continent, is of considerable in- 
terest :— 

The want of some more certain data than the reports of newspapers of 
the good and bad prospect of the coming harvest has become a subject of 

eneral complaint, and whilst the increasing dependence of this country upoa 
oreign supplies of corn renders it of growing importance, there is nothing 
being done to supply it, The extent to which this country is becoming 
dependent upon foreign importation, is probably little known. In the 
seven years ending 1834, the importations of wheat and flour amounted to 
7,400,000 grs.; in the next, to 10,300,000 ; in the following to 16,400,000; and 
in the seven years to 1854 inclusive, it will not fall’ short of 95,000,000 
(upwards of 30,000,000 having beeu received in the six years to 1853), 
So that in 85 years our imports of bread corn have increased 
in round numbers, from one to 5 millions per annum, and 
we are now dependent for a fifth of our consumption upon 
foreign supplies —this year our wants having been one-third. To 
acountry so situated some general and caretully estimated return of the 
probable yield of the approaching harvest must always, at this season 
of the year, be a matter of conseqaence—and this year it is particularly so— 
for without a doubt we must begin the new agricultural year with no stock 
on hand, and foreign granaries, like our own, will be empty. There are 
other considerations t00 which at this time increase the importance of this 
question to us. The coming year we are uncertain of supplies from Russia 
and the Black Sea, and without these I think I may say we lose half the 
resources we have hitherto had open tous. I know not what means the 
French Government has of calculating its corn resources ; but, judging from 
the accurate iunformatioa it promulgated last autumn of the deficiency in 
prospect, and the early steps it took to ensure a supply to meet it, it must 
possess a system which we suffered from not having. I:is a curious fact 
that so early as last June (1853), the French Government, foreseeing that 
the coming crop was likely to be defective, commenced purchasing 
corn of this country, and were able for several months to 
buy wheat at 45s per quarter of us, and which wheat we have 
had to replace at a cost of 70s to 80s. By its early vigilance the 
markets all over France have all the year been steadily supplied, by the 
assistance of the corn imported, at prices varying from 10 to 15 per cent 
below ours, and that, too, notwithstanding it has had only the same foreign 
resources that we have had to apply to; so that we have the fact of France 
ssessing a machinery’ which gives all the information we so much want. 
But independant of this, there appears to me no difficulty ia arriving at the 
information we eo much require at this season of the year, that informa- 
tion being: 

Ist. The foreign stock in pest, 

2nd. The stock with the farmers. 

Srd. The prospect of the coming harvest. 

If any one doubts the utility of the information, let them recall the early 
and various measures thet the French Government took to bring a supply 
into France and the success that has attended their various measures, namely. 
its early purchases of corn from abroad, its early prevention of export of 
grain tatoes, and the enco ment given to import by opening its 
ports, oA by the repeal of all duty and dues on transit; for these 
wise measures, France must, at a late season, have come to us for 
its bread corn, and have paid the advance upon our prices, and bread 
would have been cheaper in Britain than in France. e re of the 
appearance of the corn in our agricultural papers vary greatly, and they 
will always do so at this season of the year. If we may believe some 
accounts, the prospect is most as whilst others speak of mould and 
mildew and thie plant, and would give rige to serious fears ; and others go no 
farther than to hope for an average. In the meantime our supplies from 
abroad are falling short, and the French are again taking from our stock 
in hand. Notwithstanding, there are grave doubts of its being equal to 
carry us on to harvest. 





SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS.

The chief feature inthe market is the continued demand for export,

The sales have furmed 
no exception to the general rule—almost all passed quickly and with- 
out any bidding, except occasionally tor a few lales of damaged, ‘or 
which there was fair competition. China silk continues to absorb 
almost the entire attention, both for export and home consumption, 
export stil forming the large feature; hence the business doow has 
been chiefly in the lowest classes of Tayseam and Yauu-fa Tsatlee, 
without reduction of price—there is very little inquiry for the best 
Tsatlee, and prices have drooped 64 per 1b; other classes are slightly 
firmer. umers are beginning to be alive to the, una le 
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character of the bulk of the stock. Chinese thrown silk — 
quoted 15s 6d to 15s 9d lb. In Bengal silk little has been done, 
except a few parcels of filature silk; best Surdahs realising 20s, and 
Cossimbuzar 16s per Ib; almost ail native filatures are allowed to accu- 
mulate. In Italian silk no particular feature; the recolta is supposed 
to be progressing favourably.

Tn our last annual circular we particularly adverted to the increas- 
ing value of wines, arising from an increased demand coming on a 
deticient supply, and these circumstances caused unusual interest to 
be centered in the result of the vintage then in progress of production 
—threatened as it was by the disease in the vine, the re-appearance of 
which was anxiously dreaded. The result generally was unfavour- 
able, and hence the value of wine has been further enhanced. In the 
want of any accurate statistics of the annual production of the 
wine countries, it is i ible to ascertain the extent of the deficiency 
of last year’s vintage; but we have been at some pains to collect the 
opinions of those most competent to judge in such matters, and by 
y analysing the evidence we have received, we have endea- 
voured to form some estimate of the produce compared with the 
average of previous years. In the Douro, the deficiency of 1853 was 
estimated at more than one-fourth. In Spain the deficiency was 
principally in red wines, and we have no means of judging of the ex- 
tent. In France, the Bordeaux district suffered severely, and from 
all we can gather the total produce of the country varied from one- 
fifth to one-half an average ; taken in the aggregate, we think we are 
right in estimating the yield at not more than two-thirds of an average 
crop. At the Cape we have no notice of the disease having appeared, 
and the produce was a fair average. In Madeira the failure was com- 
plete, hardly 1,000 pipes of wine being made, and those of very infe- 
rior quality. In Teneriffe the result was also very unfavourable, and 
in Sicily, as far as we can learn, the vintage was deficient, but not to 
any serious extent. Our opinion of the qualities of the different wines 
of the vintage 1858 will be found under each head. While the supply 
of wines ly has thus diminished, the demand has largely in- 
creased, and we find that the importations into this country during the 
year have been much above an average; it is worthy of remark, 
wever, that the large import and consequent increase of stocks have 
not lessened the vaiue of wines, but, on the contrary, prices of all 
descriptions now are higher than for some years past; this is to be 
attributed to the state of the markets at the sources of supply; and 
the excessive importation must be looked upon as evidence of caution 
and foresight on the part of the English trade, aided by their power 
of capital in buying freely in anticipation of that enhancement of value 
which has since taken place; and, although stocks here are large, 
they have been well laid in, and could not be replaced at the prices 
they are now held at,

Manchester, June 19, 1854, 

In my last I mentioned that the 2,600,000 and 2,700,000 bales 
estimates had become obsolete, and now I may add those of 2,800,000 
to the category. It is clear that the deliveries at the ports will mot 
vary much from 2,900,000, and this is now generally admitted. As to 
the quantity grown, however, the following extracts from my latest 
letters will be found interesting:— 

Mobile, May 22nd.—If the deliveries do not reach 3,100,000 bales atleast | 
(and there is not now the smallest chance of it), we shall still be convinced that 
that quantity was grown and will come out some day, for we have been 
unable to learn of sach wholesale destruction having occurred anywhere as the 
current estimates of 2,700,000 to 2,800,000 would indicate, and we know of 
much cotton being held back. 

Charleston, May 26th.—A good deal of cotton will be held back owing to 
the comparatively low prices. A great deal will be so held in the interior of 
this State and Georgia. There are portions of this State from which not half 
the crop has been received, and we are well advised from the Gulf, that a far 
larger quantity than usual will be locked up on account of the low rivers. That 
three millions bales or over were made, we have not a doubt. 

Attention is now, however, more directed to the new crop. The lat of 

April is about an average time et ce From the 15th to the 
20th the young cotton should show sufficiently above ground to enable 
the planter to judge if he has got “a good stand” —that is, if the seed 
has germinated and the plant is coming up evenly over the field. Fine 
weather at this juncture is very important, for if there is frost after the 
plant is above ground it is likely to be killed, and re-pianting rendered 
necessary. In my last I alluded to aslight frost which had taken 
place, but to which I attached no importance, as it had occurred too 
early to do harm. There were again, however, frosts from the 28th to 
30th of April, which, in ordinary seasons, would have been most 
destructive. But, most fortunately, the previous cold ungenial 
weather this season had so retarded the growth, that even ten days 
after the usual time for the cotton to be above ground and liable to the 
attack of frost, it was still so backward, generally speaking, as to 
escape. To someextent, however, replanting was necessary, and, in a — 
few instances, corn was substituted for cotton, but [ cannot learn that © 
these amounted to much in the aggregate, and, with the exception of 
being about a fortnight late, and, therefore, requiring all the better 
season now to make up for lost time, the crop may be pronounced in & 
very fair condition. By the latest eccounis, the weather, since the Ast 
of May, has been all that could have been desired.

Foreign Correspondence. 


From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, June 22, 1854. 

Considerable anxiety has been felt during the weck about the 
growing crops, in consequence of the heavy rains. The prices of 
flour advanced, which excited apprehension at the Bourse, and 
checked the upward tendency of all the public securities. Desirous 
to know personally the state of the crops, I travelled a few 
days through several of our agricultural districts, aud I obtained 
much information from cultivators of the provinces, and the follow- 
ing is the result of my inquiries. In the immediate vicinity of Paris, 
in the Brie, and advancing towards the east, but not farther then 80 
miles from the capital, several fields of corn have been lodged, and 
chiefly on heavy land. Generally the wheat has a magnificent @p- 
pearance. It is vigorous, the stalksstrong and straight, and the ears are 
looking well. Bat it is blossoming, and a continuation of rain would 
damage it and create mildew. In Beauce and throughout the central 
and southern departments, the crop was much more promising, Lhe 
had no rain, and there was @ larger quantity of wheat sowa thao in 
preceding years. In short, it seems probable that the growing crop 
will be much above an average one. But the harvest will be later 
than usual by about a fortnight, and as the stecks in our markets are 
nearly exhasted, the speculators avail theinselves of that circumstance 
to push up the prices.

SUGAR DUTIES. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Srm,—Your last publication contained a circular from Messrs 
Francis Reid and Co., of Liverpool, with some elaborate calculations 
to show the relative position of the English and Dutch refiners under 
the new sugar duties. 

It happens, however, that Messrs F. Reid and Co. have started from 
a wrong basis, having assumed that the drawback in Holland upon 
refined sugar is 94f per 50 kilogrammes, whereas it is in reality 84f 
per 50 kilogrammes, 

In lieu, therefore, of 15s 6d per cwt, the Dutch drawback is (at 
exchange of 12f) only equal to I4s 4d per cwt; the duty on raw 
sugar, of 134f per 100 kilogrammes, is equal to 11s 5d (not to 11s) per 
ewt. ‘The Duteh refiner is required to export 79.41 kilogrammes of 
refined sugar out of every 100 kilogrammes of raw, equal to 89 lbs 
out of 112 Ibs, not, as stated by Messrs F. Reid and Co., 68} kilo- 
grammes or 77 lbs respectively. 

All the other calculations of Messrs F. Reid and Co. are, of course, 
wrong also, and, unless there be a motive in it, itis difficult to under- 
stand how people can venture upon publishing information calculated 
only to mislead.

HOUSE OF LORDS. 
Friday, June 16. 


[CONCLUDED FROM OUR LAST.) 

In reply to the speech of the Earl of Ellenborough for farther returns of the 
miscellaneous estimates from 1838 to 1853, the Duke of Newcastle observed 
that an inquiry of this kind belonged rather to a select committee. The ne- 
ble duke ended by saying that he should not oppose the returns, and by as- 
suring the noble earl that if he required any farther information on the eub- 
ject and would give formal notice of a motion, the Government would do their 
best to justify the financial measures of the present Administration. 

After some further discussion, in which Lord Brougham and the Duke of 
Argyll took part, 

The Earl of Eilenborough replied, and the motion was agreed to. 

Some other business was then despatched, and their lordships adjourned, 

Monday, June 19. 

Lord Lyndhurst ealled the attention of the house to the memorandum pre- 
sented by Austria and Prussia to the Germanic Diet, from which it was per- 
fectly clear that, according to the agreement existing between the Four Powers, 
no alteration was to take place, whatever might be the result of the war, in 
the territorial limits between Turkey on the one hand, and Russia on the other. 
The status quo ante war, in fact, to be maintained. By this arrangement the 
navigation of the Danube, a question of vital importance, not only to Austria, 
but to all Germany and all Europe, was to be left to the mercy of Rassia; 
and, if we were now to forego the advantages which we seemed on the point 
of attainiag, we must be content ‘to abandon for ever the free navigation of 
that noble stream. So long as the Turks had control of the mouth of the 
Danube they kept the passage clear by a very simple process, but, since the 
unfortunate treaty of Adrianople, in order to foster the trade of Odessa, every 
impediment had been thrown in the way of the navigation by the Russians. 
So, again, with respect to Circassia, having, by the superiority of our naval 
f oree, shut up the Russian fleet in Sebastopol, and destroyed their forte on the 
east coast of the Black Sea, could it be supposed that, after such successer, 
we were, by restoring the status quo, to abandon the Circassians to Russian 
rule? If Kussia were placed in her old position, what security was there that 
she would not repeat her machinations against Turkey; nay, was it oot cer- 
tain that she would repeat them, until she had accomplished her purpose and 
hunted down what she had considered since the days of Catherine as her 
destined prey ? 

The Earl of Clarendon, in reply to Lyndhurst, explained the circamstances 
which had induced the Austrian and Prussian Governments to draw up the 
protocol referred to by Lord Lyndhurst, and justified his confidence in the 
faithfulness of Austria as our ally in the present emergency. There were, it 
was true, some German Powers who looked with awe at the imaginary ommi- 
potence of Russia; but, to her credit, Austria fad not shared in this ig- 
nominious feeling, and, if she hed not moved in this matter with the speed 
which some desired, her position must be remembered, and allowance made 
for the close personal relations which hed till recently existed between the 
Courts of Vienva and St Petersburg. Austria and Prussia had now joined 
in a summons requiring Ruseia to evacuate the principalities, and, in antici- 
pation that the reply to this summons would be unfavourable, Austria had 
concluded a convention with the Porte for their occupation by her forces, 
She had, moreover, placed at the disposal of the Porte any number of troops 
that might be required for suppr: ssing the insurrec!iou in Montenegro; she had 
sent her ships to co-operate with ours in putting down the Greek revolt, and 
he expected that by the begiuning of next month she would be ready to take 
the fleld with 300,000 men, completely armed and equipped. After such acts, 
and with the experienee Austria now had of Rursian policy, he could pot be- 
lieve that she would be so wanting to her interest and her dignity as to con- 
clude such a peace as Lord Lyndhurst had described—a peace which could be 
no more than a mere hollow truce, to which England could not be a party, 
and which would leave her at the mercy of Russia. 

Lord Derby, after remarking upon the different obligations which seemed to 
bind the Western Powers and Austria, and our duty to protect the Circassians, 
expressed his entire satisfaction with the language of Lord Clarendon. He 
hoped it would be followed by acts as vigorous anc decisive. 

The Earl of Aberdeen said that Lord Clarendon had left hia little to say, 
but he could not help remarking that Lord Lyndhurst’s epecch would have 
been more suitable to the oceasion if it had been delivered three monthe ago. 
This war was begun to protect our ally from unjust aggression, and the primary 
object of all negotiation had been to secure the integrity of Turkey, not to pro- 
vide for the contingency of Turkish conquests on Russian coil. With respect 
to the termination of hostilities, the condition of such an event would be best 
described by the phrase “‘a just and honourable peace,” but it was obvious 
that the character of such a peace would depend very much on the progress 
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the war. It was quite possible to carry on war with the utmost vigour, and 

aoa with the Christian wish to terminate hosti- 
lities as speedily as ° 
‘ pee taken from Lord Beaumont, the matter dropped. 

Some other business was then despatched, and their lordships adjourned. 

Thursday, June 22. 

The Marquis of Clanricarde called the attention of the house to a breach of 
privilege which hed been committed by certain officials, who, in making re- 
turns ordered by the house on the motion of Karl Grey, had appended to them 
letters commenting on the speech of the noble lord as “ dealing unjustly” with 
a branch of the public service. 

The Dake of Newoastle defended the shape in which the returns were laid 
before the house. 

A di-cussion ensued, in which Lords Derby, Fitzwilliam, Panmure, and 
Ellenborough tock part, after which the matter dropped. g 

The Duke of Neweastle moved the second reading of the West India En- 
cumbered Estates Bill, and after considerable discussion the bill was read a 
second time. 

Oa the motion that the house resolve iteelf into Committee on the Canadian 
Legislative Council Bill, 

Lord Derby opposed the motion, on the ground that sufficient time had not 
been allowed the house to consider the papers explanatory of the bill which 
had been laid before Parliament. 

The Dake of Newcastle consented to postpone the committee on the bill 
till Tharedey next. 

Some other business was then derpatched, and their lordships adjourned.

Viscount Torrington presented a petition fsom the merchants and planters 
of Ceylon, praying for the appointment of a committee to inquire into and 
report upon the adulteration of coffve.

Mr Roundell Palmer moved toinsert a new clause in the Oxford University 
Bill, enacting that, before avy college or the Commissii mers make any regula- 
tion for the abolition of any privilege, or right of preference in elections to col- 
lege emoluments now belonging to any school, two months’ notice shall be given 
to the governing body of such schoo! and to the Charity Cocomissioners, and 
no such regulation shal! be made if two-thirds of such governing budy or such 
Commissioners shail declare that it would be prejudicial to such school. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer opposed this clause. The committee having 
divided, the clause was carried by 160 to 108. 

The clause underwent several verbal amendments before it was finally 

to. 

The Custome Duties (Suger) Bill was read a third time and passed. 

The Excise Duties (Suger) Bill passed through committee. 

The other orders having been disposed of, the house adjourned. 


Monday, June 19. 

The house went into committee upon the Oxford University Bil). After 
considerable discussion, an alteration was made in the preamble, and the 
bill was ordered to be reported. 

The house then went into Committee of Supply on the remaining Civil Ser.

The first vote, for prisoners in county gaols and in criminal lunatic asylums,

Other votes were aleo passed, and the Chairman left the chair. 

A debate of a very miscellaneous character, upon the Public Revenue and 
Consolidated Fuad Charges Bill, was ultimately adjourned. 

Mr Baines obtained leave to bring in a bill to continue the Poor Law Com- 
mission in England and Wales, and a bill to continue an act of Her Majesty 
for charging the maintenance of certain poor persons in unions in England and 
Wales upon the common fund. 

Lord Palmerston obtained leave to Dring in a bill for the better care and re- 
formation of youthful offenders. 

Mr E. Ellice obtained leave to bring in a bill to promote the more regular 
administration of the Poor Law in certain parishes in Scotland.—Adjouined. 


Tuesday, June 20. 

Mr M. Chambers moved a resolution in reference to the claime of the Baron 
de Bode. It was resisted by the Attorney-General. The question was argued 
at considerable length, but the motion was negatived by 82 against 67.

Lord John Russell discussed various plans which had been suggested as sub- 
stitutes for these rates, explained and vindicated Mr Gladetone’s suggestion, and 
declared bis belief thatthe churches of the country ought to be considered, not 
as belonging to asect, but to the nation, and ought to be supported by the land, 
America had been referred to, and he admitted that her institutions had worked 
admirably; but ours, he added, were of a different character. We had a national 
Church, an hereditary aristocracy, and an hereditary monarchy, and these 
must all stand or fall together. As this bill was subversive of one of these great 
institutiene, he should oppose it.

Mr Heywood moved the insertion of a clause rendering it unnecessary for a 
person upon matriculation to make or subscribe any declaration or take any 
Oath save the oath (or declaration) of allegiance. 

The motion was seconded by Mr Collier. 

Mr S. Herbert opposed the clause. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer observed ‘that the University stood upon 
the footing of this principle—that education must be a religious education, and 
while the Chureh occupied the position of a national establishment, the con- 
nection between religion and education being maintainend, the Church was 
entitled to expect that the instruction, discipline, aod government of the 
University should be moulded in conformity with that specific form of religion 
which is taught in the Church. In providing for the admission of Dissenters 
to the Universities the title of Roman Catholics must be considered, whose ad- 
mission was necessarily involved in that of Dissenters, With cue regard to 
religious teaching, he should consider it a great advantage, not only to Dis- 
senters but to the Church and to the nation, if provision could be made for 
the admission of Dissenters to the University. Mr Heywood, however, in- 
sfeted upon making this measure a part of the bill, with the scheme of which it 
was wholly dircrepant, the Government having carefully kept the matters 
distinct. He (Mr Gladstone) believed it was not politic to coerce the Uni- 
versity upon this head, nor would the clause procure the admission of 
Diesenterz, which would depend upon the free will of the University. Was it 
not, then, the wisest course to trust that free will generously, rather than to 
seem to interfere and eXpose the authority of Parliament to contempt by a 
futile provision? It was entirely in the power of the authorities of the Univer- 
sity, by judicious arrangements, to admit Dissenters to-day without insulting 
them to-morrow. 

Several hon. members having addressed the house, 

Lord J. Russell said two distinct questions were involved in the debate,—first, 
the admission of Dissenters to the University of Oxford; secondly, whether, 
there being a bill before the house for the better government of that Unsiver- 
sity, it was desirable and expedient that euch admission should be enacted by 
the bill. With respect to the first, he did not think that any argument of con- 
clusive weigat had been urged against the sdmission of Dissenters, and he 
entered at some length into the reasons which had convinced him of the 
Justice and expediency of the concession, explaining the extent to which he 
thought it should be carried. Upon the second question, the bill, he observed, 
tended grestly to the improvement of the University, opening a door to further 
reforms, and be considered it better to retain it in its present shape. The 
@onsequence of inserting this clause, it was admitted, must involve other 
clauses containing the machinery indiepensable to the carrying out its object, 
which would delsy the measure, and it was very probable it would be lost in 
the other house of Parliament. The University would have the power under 
the bill to make this change, and would be likely to do it with the more 
willingness if not under compulsion. If it was not made, the grievance should 
not be suffered to continue, and it would be then right, he considered, to bring 
in a bill for the admission of Dissenters to the University. 

Upon a division the motion was carried by 252 to 161. 

Mr Heywood then moved another clause, that it shall not be neceasary for 
any person, upon taking any of the degrees in arts, law, or medicine conferred 
by the Uuiversity, to make or subscribe any declaration, or take any oath, save 
the oath (or declaration) of allegiance, 

A division took place, when the second clause was negatived by a majority 
of 205 to 196—9. 

The Excise Duties (Sugar) Bill was read a third time and passed; the 
additional duty to be imposed on sugar ased in brewing being reduced from 74 
to 68 6d per cwt.—Adjourned. 


Friday, June 23. 

On the consideration of the Oxford University Bill, as amended, Mr R. D. 
Mangles moved the omission of the names of the Hon. Sir John Taylor Cole- 
ridge and Sir John Arthur Awdry from the list of commissioners. He objected 
to those gentlemen on account of their Tractarian tendencies.

THE ALKALI TRADE.—The manafacture of alkali has become a most im- 
portant branch of industry on the banks of the Tyne. There are several large 
firms engaged in its manufacture upon this river, under whom many hundred 
men find employment. In uence of the present state of Europe, it seeme 
that the manufacturers in Germany and the other countries receiving their sup- 
ply of soda from England through the Baltic porte, are in a very depressed 
condition,§and in consequence of this state of affairs the price of soda bas 
falien 20 per cent.’on the Tyne since the declaration, and most of the large 
houses have heavy stocks in their warehouses. The prices of soda have siso 
fallen in New York, the entrepot of soda of English manufacture with the 
western hemisphere. 

Tae Crops in Leicesrersurre.—The late-sown wheats look remarkably 
well in this county, and, should fine warm weather set in, we shali have an 
abundant harvest, as this description of wheat never looked better, and a much 


+ greater breadth of land than usual has been sown. Spring-sown corn, although 


in some caees looking tender, on the whole may be said to be progressing favour- 
ably. Barley is not looking so well as could be desired; the straw will be very 
short, Peas and beans are going on well. 

Tux |Hors 1x Kent.—The report of the South-Eastern Gazette repre- 
sents the hops as in a very unpromising condition, About Maidstone, it 
appears, the weather has been generally unfavourable to the hop plantations 
eucouraging the increase of fly and lice, of which greater quantities now in- 
fest the bine than in any year within memory. ‘lhe general opinion seems 
to be that, unless very hot sunshine should ensue and continne for some 
time, a blight must occur, It is, however, premature to say that such will 
be thefcase, In the early part of last week the high winds drove much of 
the fly down, but they appear to have had strength to ascend the plant again. 
In Wateringbury, Mereworth, and Nettlestead thepe are many appearances 
of a black blight. In Horsmonden and other districts not the slightest im- 
eenenens is perceptible. About ‘Tenterden, the hops have made some 

ittle progress, The bine grows slowly, but there is still a considerable 
quantity of vermin, which it requires dry hot weather to disperse. Through- 
out the whole of the Canterbury grounds there is much vermin. Many of 
the leaves have“fallen off, while others present a dry and withered appear- 
aDee.

The garrison of Rustchuk is said, in advices received from Widdin, 
to have cnossed the river and attacked Giurgewo, The Russians om 
this occasion lost 400 men and nine guns. 

Adviees from Ss Petersburg of the 13th state that the Emperor 
Nicholas had ordered Prince Dolgorouki ,Minister of War, to set out 
for the Danubian Principalities, and to draw up an accurate report of 

position of affairs in a military point of view. The operations 
before Silistria were especially recommended to his netice. This 
reeasure has produced a profound sensation at St Petersburg, as the 
Emperor never intrusta his Minister of War with such a mission 
except on occasions of serious importance. 

From the Baltic, we learn that Sir Charles Napier has been off 
Sweaborg for some time, and that the Crown wharf and small 
vessels at Kemi, in the Gulf of Bothnia, have been destroyed. An 
offair at Gumila Karleby resulted in a severe loss to the attacking 
parties, the Russians having besides made vumerous prisoners.

And also, that at the custom-house at 
Mozambique foreign merchandise can be admitted to bond in the 
warehouse belonging to the State, under the controul of the custem- 
house for a period not exceeding two years from the date of entry. 
At the end of that period the goods must be either entered for home 
consumption or for re-exportation ; and, if the latter, they are not 
subject to duty. Goods can ‘be within two months of 
their arrival, free of duty. The Government holds itself responsible 
for the goods in bond. 

It appears from a Parliamentary return, that in 1853, out of 
1,175,754 ewts of tallow imported into the United Kingdom, 824,853 
cwts came from the northern ports of Russia, and 21,048 cwts trom 
the Black Sea. During that year 1,218,770 cwts of hemp and 
1,902,477 cwts of flax, &c., were also imported, and of these 

uantities no less than 806,354 cwts of hemp and 1,294,817 cwts of 

ax, &c.,came from the northern ports of Russia. Ot linseed and 
flaxseed, 378,320 cwts were imported in 1853 from the northern 
ports ot Russia, and 386,699 cwts from the Biack Sea.

They afford the explanation of the upper parts of the Elbe having 
less commerce after the has been inhabited by an industrious 
and tradio le for nearly 20 centuries than several of the minor 
rivers of the United States. Railroads, by which goods are cazried 
cheaper and quicker than by the river, will probably open the eyes of 
governors and people, and lead to the abolition ot these impediments to | 
national and social welfare. They are already contributing to increase 
the commerce of Hamburg and Germany.

Tue appearance of this book, divided into chapters with ex- 

pressive titles, marginal indications of the contents, the sub- 

jects chosen for remark, and the substantal plain form, indicate 
that it is both carefully written and carefully sent before the 
public. The writer tells us little of himself except that he has 
occupied a farm in New Zealand, but he writes like a man 
of education and a ger: His subjects are various and interest- 
ing, such as “* New Nations,” “ Peopling New Zealand by the English,” 
¢ NationallExtension,” “ Immigration,” “Migration as regards its 

Souree,”” “Loss Incurred by one who leaves his Country,” the “ Capi- 

talist Settler, the Man of Skill, the Labourer, and the Gentleman,” “ The 

Disposal of Waste Lands,” &c., &c. The book is as much a discussion 

of the principles which should prevail in establishing colonies as in 

describing whathas been done. Some information of the latter kind 
is given, and it is asserted that New Zealrnd needs no further nursing. 

The book is appropriately described as“ Thoughts suggested in New 

Zealand,” but the thoughts are those of a highly-cultivated mind, 

and, being the suggestions of new circumstances, are extremely wel- 

come. To wholesale emigration, agriculture on a large scale in new 
colonies, and other projects, the euthor is opposed. There is no sub- 
ject he discasses, however, of such general importance tofcolonia! wel- 
fare, and of such permanent interest to all, as the appropriation of land. 
To this point we shall confine our extracts. On this as on all other topics 
his remarks are distinguished by good sense, and his opinions by care 
in forming them, When we do not assent to his conclusions, we always 
have a clear perception of the points where we diverge from each 
other. For example, in charging on the land the cost of making roads 
in a colony he assumes making roads to be the business of the com- 
munity generally, which ought to be done by the Government; but those 
who are to occupy the land may thiok they could make roads to it, by 
it, and about it for themselves, and it is by no means certain that the 
roads which suit their purposes best will not also be the best and most 
suitable for the community. Should roads be planned and made by 

Governments, cr planned and made by individuals? is the point to be 

settled before the occupiers of the land should be charged with a 

certain sum for making them. Individual interest induces the culti- 

vators of the soil to produce those things which are most required by 
the community. Will the same principle suffice to induce them to 
make roads which will in the end be as advantageous to the community 
as to themselves? This is an unsettled question. Other questions 
might ibly be raised on the appropriation of land, but we shall 
quote the ions of the author as extremely well considered, though 
we cannot endorse the whole of them :—

The author's arguments against fixing a high price on land are prac- 
tical and of great value, but for them, except one, we must refer to 
the book. We quote one illustration, recommending the book to the 
study of statesmen and political writers. They may gather from it 
many sound opinions and much valuable information :— 


A HIGH PRICE STOPS IMPROVEMENT. 

I remember, when in New Zealand, talking to a friend, who happened to be 
@ carpenter, upon this land question. He observed, ‘I should like to settle 
here. I hove saved money here. I should like to start a farm, but it qill 
never do to pay 3l an acre.” This wasin Canterbury. Other gentlemen may 
quote paseages from books and great authorities in England. I'll quote the 
carpenter against the books; the working man egainst the writing man; the 
living man against the dead book. 

“People would stay here,” said the carpenter, “ and buy land with their 
savings. Money would circulate here, which is now perhaps going to other 
places ; feesh labour would be introduced. There is not a man here who has 
not a friend be would like to see out along with him. I wonder how may 
have told me that. Inthe street I have heard it, in the shop, in the tavern, 
in the dwelling house. One has a brother in Eugland, and, as soon as he is 
settled, his brother is coming out. When is he going to settle? Oh, he will 
settle when land comes down. Or else his wife and family are coming out; 
they are only waiting to hear that he has a snug place of his own to put them 
into, Or it is ‘my cousin’, ‘ my sister’e eon,’ ‘my father and the old woman.’ 
These people would vest in land, and take passages for their friends; but they 
are Waiting. Why should they pay for one acre that which they believe will, 
in a short time, give them perhaps six acres? They are waiting. Sir, they 
are in the right, and they show their sense. When their time arriver, more 
will be bought and sold, trade will be brisker. How much more land de 
you suppose would be sold then than now? ShallI say twice, three times, 
six timesas much? It is an axiom ia dealing generally, that the less the 
charge the more is takep. Look at the Penny Postage; A high price where- 
ever it can be avoided ie a lose.” I believe the carpenter was right, 

It may, perhaps, be said, that, if waste lands are sold at a low price, it will 
tend to throw large tracts of country into few hands? that we shall have 
land-sharks buying up the colony by wholesale, and retailing it out to their 
neighbours. Let me then ask where it ie you are most likely to have specu- 
lation of that kind. What ere the circumstances which tend to originate and 
foster a spirit of land epeculation to the detriment of the public? Is it under 
a system the object of which is to let the land find ite natural level from the 
very frst; or is it under a system, by which land is forced and screwed up to 
an artificial price? Will not any man confess that it may be more reasonably 
looked for under the latter? But if it be really a subject for apprehension, 
it is > the power of the government of a colony to check, and even ex- 

d-sharking by putting a tax upon uncultivated land. At any , 
rate, the argument, “we keep up the price, in order that others may not be 
able to do so,” would hardly be held valid in the mouth of merchants hold- 
ing all the flour in the settlement. It presents a real evil as an excuse for 
avoiding the possibility of one more remote, if not wholly imaginary. 


Tue Microscore: 1Ts History, Construction, AND APPLICATION 
Being a Familiar Introduction to the Use of the Instrument and the 
Study of Microscopic Science. By Jasez Hoce, M.R.C.5., &. 
Iltustrated with upwards of Five Hundred Engravings. Office of 
the Illustrated London Library, Milford house, Strand. 

Tue invention of instruments which enlarge the field of vision is one of 

the most striking examples of the increase of power given by knowledge 

and skill, By different applicetions of the same property in light and 
the same hae a in retracting and reflecting substances, we peer 
into the furthest heaven and into the very narrowest crannies and re- 

cesses of the things aboutus. One man, it is said, can see into a 

millstone as far as another. The proverb is an error. The 

microscopic observer can see much further than any other man. 

He can see the particles of the different substances composing 

the stone lying together, can see how they are wedged into one 

another, and can tell why icular species of stones answer the 
miller’s — best, and can find out good stones for his use. “The 
microscope is now the inseparable companion of the man of science.” 


It reveals secrets to the anatomist which his scalpel failed to discover, 


and, showing the formation of tissues, the innings of 

the changes which it makes in structure, it helps to make man 
acquainted with his frame, and with the means of preserving it in 
health and vigour. In the hands of a chemist it is a means of 
analysis: it dissects compounds and reveals their parts. It enables the 
student to trace the beginnings of life in vegetables and animals, 
and to follow every perceptible change tili death. It detects mixtures 
and adulterations which the eye cannot see. It has helped to explain 
the formation of coal and limestone, and to make known the geological 
structure of the earth. The telescope opens to our view remotest 
parts of space; the microscope carries back our minds to remote 
periods; and the two instruments combine to give man an approxima- 
tive knowledge of that Infinity of which the race occupying one of the 
smallest of the planets, and extending only over a few thousand years, 
is a little part. Consciousness, neither telescopes nor microscopes can 
make us acquainted with; each sentient being has his own, and it is 
neither to be seen nor touched. Some kind ot consciousness belongs 
to every species of life; it is inspired in the fluttering butserfly as weil 
as in the crouching tiger. Whether it way exist in planets or stars, 
which seems, not wholly unlikely, as they have motions of their ow», 
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cannot be ascertained. The microscope, which enables us to see into 

, and the telescope, which enables us to find new stars, tell 
us nothing of the consciousness of any organisation of matter. Our 
own consciousness is not known by these means, No instrament has 
yet been invented to help us to the knowledge. There is much need 
of a book which should explain the construction of the microscope, 
the mode of using it, and give an aceount of some of the wonderful 
discoveries made by its aid. Al! this Mr Hogg has done, and done 
well. If anything, the descriptions are a little too minate, 
and the book is accordingly made a little too extensive; but, 
as it is cheap, these can scarcely be called faults. The 
illustrations of the structure of the instrument, of the mode of using 
it, and of the things subjected to examination, are what they ought to 
be—real illustrations, helps to the understanding, which will ensure 
the book attention and popularity. By vision, aided by knowledge, we 
pierce into the heavens and into the interior of bodies, examine the 
minutest fragment of matter and the universe of stars; by our motion 
on the surface of the globe and by its motion, we measure space, and 
are at once convinced that the infinitely small and the infinitely great, 
of which we get an idea by vision, has for us no bounds—nothing that 
we can reach and measure. Infinity is everywhere around us, and 
books like this of Mr Hogg, as he impresses on us at its conclusion, 
carry with them convictions that are not to be surpassed for solemnity 
and grandeur,

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 


FRIDAY EVENING 
© Last week the weather began to be alarming, and we had 
to report a firm corn market. Yesterday and to-day the weather 
has very much improved, and the corn market to-day was dull. 
Sales could only be effected at reduced prices. The market, there- 
fore, follows the weather. The accounts from France are much more 
favourable than for the last few days. From Liverpool the telegraph 
announced a decline of 2d per bushel on all kinds of wheat but 
rime foreign. On flour the decline was 1s to 1s 6d per barrel. At 
ester wheat is 3d per bushel lower. From Dublin, too, the 
market is reported extremely dull, with a tendency to lower prices 
for every description of grain. It is remarked, however, that in the 

ten days of June last year ending at this period, 93 ships with car 
of grain arrived off Cork and Falmouth for orders, and that these 
were followed by heavy supplies in July. At present there are only 
six announced off the Western ports, and not many more ex- 
pected. Ifthe markets go down, therefore, it will be chi y from the 
influence of the weather, and the knowledge that a very large breadth 
of corn stands well in the ground and ovly wants sun to bring it to 


perfection. 
Our reports are from Amsterdam on Tuesday, the corn market is

“ the corn market ie week.” At Rotterdam there has been a good 


demand for wheat, in consequence of orders to purchase for the 
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countries of the Upper Rhine, and prices on Wednesday were jo¢ | 
higher. At Cologne, on the 19th, the price of wheat rose 4 a thaler 
per malter, and is at present higher than it has been throughout 
this harvest year, The weather had been for a whole week very wet, 
and created much alarm for the crops on the ground. No dam 
however, beyond making the harvest late has yet been done, it ig 
said, should fine weather, such as we now have, speedily set in, 

Our advices from the United States are notso unfavourable as last 
week. Since then the supplies of ordivary wheat have increasedig 
the market, owing, no doubt, to the influence of high prices in bring- 
ing it forward from out of the way places. It is so with flour. The 
high prices have drawn parcels to New York of inferior brands from 
the remote parts of North Carolina and Virginia, and no doubt the 
continuance of high prices will bring forward all that can be spared, 
Hitherto the canals have brought forward much less wheat and flour 
in 1854 than in 1853. The quantities left at tide water, from the 
commencement of navigation to the 31st of May, inclusive, during the 
years 1853 and 1854, were as follows :—’

Coffee meets a better demand, and prices are very firm. 

A large public sale of tea took place on Wednesday and Thursday, 
35,902 packages were offered and 3,550 sold. The prices were about 
the same as last sales. Duty was paid at this port during the week 
ending 15th instant on 596,288 lbs, against 1,089,975 lbs in the corre- 
sponding week last year. 

The market for rice has been quiet through the week, and closed 
heavily to-day. 

Saltpetre has improved in price. The Governmnet has given per- 
mission to export it under certain circumstances to Sweden, Belgium, 
and Hamburg, which had a favourable influence on the market. 

At the public sales of silk, terminated yesterday, there was a small 
attendance of buyers, and not above 300 bales sold. 

* By private contract,” Mr H. W. Eaton states, “a very fair busi- 
ness has been donein Chinas during the week, with a still improvin 
demand for export; the prices realised have been for Tsatlee 1186 
to 15s 6d, for Taysaam 10s to 14s, and for long-reel 93 to 11s 6d; 
best silk, both in Tsatlee and Taysaam, still forms a very small pro- 
portion of the existing stock. In Bengals the transactions have been 
extremely limited. The deliveries continue large, and the position 
of the market may be considered as improved.” 

An extensive business has been transacted this week in the Liver- 
ool cotton market, and the Sales reach 60,000 bales, 46,000 bales of 
which are to the trade, 8,000 bales on speculation, and 6,000 bales to 
exporters.

Surats are also jd per lb dearer; but at this advance obly little 
cotton is offering. Early in the week holders supplied the market 
rather freely, or the advance this week would have been greater. 
The accounts received this week from America report very little 
change in the New York market, and the New Orleans market was 
very steady, with middling 73?c. The very worst accounts from 
Liverpool had just been received, but had caused little effect on the 
markets there, which has in turn tended to strengthen the Liverpool 
market. There is no news respecting the crop, which is backward, 
and will require a favourable season throughout to produce a good 
result. This day’s market has been very active at Liverpool, and 
15,000 bales have been sold, In the London market the transactions 
have been 2,800 bales, in which sellers have again had the advantage. 
Of the oil and seeds market, Messrs Wilson, Rose, and Graham 
say :—“ Notwithstanding the Ministerial assurance given to various 
deputations of merchants that a blockade of Archangel and the other 
Russian ports would speedily take place and be strict, produce has 
not been injured to such an extent as such a state of things would 
warrant. Linseed arrivals are 2,700 quarters; passing t 
on the spot are on a small scale, few mills being at work, the value 
of the raw compared with the manufactured materials producing & 
loss.
